Chicago.—Wit h all peace uegotia 
tions broken oil’ and with all tile al¬ 
lied trades unions employed at the 
different plants on strike in sympathy 
with the butcher workmen who quit, 
work two weeks ago, tilt' stockyards 
strike has settled down to what prom¬ 
ises to be one of tile bitterest tights 
between capital and labor in the his 
tory of America. 

The allied trades employed in the 
packing industry quit work when 
called Monday to assist the striking 
butchers in their efforts to bring the 
packers to terms, in several instances 
the nn>n did not await for the otticial 
notification from their leaders to go 
urr strike, but threw down their tools 
and quit work of their own volition. 
According to Michael Donnelly, Pres 
ident of tiie Butchers’ Union, the 
number of men who have quit work at 
the stockyards in Chicago alone is 
nearly ISO,000. 

Both sides to the controversy de¬ 
clare that they were perfectly satis- 
fled with the present, state of affairs 
and that, they wore willing to make 
it a fight ^.9 a finish to determine who 
, sIihII dictate the terms of a settle¬ 
ment.. 

Startling facts regarding the meat 
famine are revealed by a comparison 
of figures showing the receipts of cat¬ 
tle at tiie Chicago yards. Receipts 
lust week were 14,284: t he average 
weekly receipts of cattle in 1909 wore 
i (56,009; the falling off for tile week 
was 51,725.

Mosquito Chasers Go Out on Strike. 

New Orleans.— The Southern Paci¬ 
fic Railroad Company iM maintaining 
squads of mosquito chasers along its 
lines in Louisiana and Texas, to fight 
the mosquitos off the section and con 
struct ion gangs.

They claim that 
the duties are very onerous, and that 
82.25 a day is cheap. Mosquito cha 
sers sound fictitious to the outside 
world, but they are very realistic tea 
tures of railroad life in the South 
west.

The Ships of the Fleet. 

Two of the Black Sea battleships, 
the Knyar. Potemkin and the Tria 
Zviatiteila, are very speedy ships for 
their class, both being able to do seven 
teen knots an hour. 

In addition to the fleet mention's], 
two powerful 13,000-ton battleships - 
the Zlatoust and the Erstafl—which 
are to have an eighteen-knot speed, atv 
being built, and two protected cruiser;, 
n new type for the Black Sea. of 6.615 
Ions, with twenty-three-knot speed, 
are also being built. These are to he 
named the Kagul and the Otchakow, 
and are part of tlie new Russian naval 
program, which provides for five 16.- 
300-ton battleships, die largest in the 
world—-the largest English battleship; 
being 16,350 tons each, and tlie Coil 
neeticut clnss for the I'nited States bin 
1*5.000 tons, the nearest approach to 
which class arc six French ships of 
14,602 tons each.

-\o one can say how many words 
there are in tlie English language, be¬ 
cause there are so many words of 
doubtful standing. The Century Dic¬ 
tionary contains about 225,000 words, 
•>nd the new edition of the Standard 
Dictionary lays claim to over 300,000. 
Of these many are obsolete, and many 
others are rarely used. Science lias 
added a vast vocabulary of polysylla¬ 
bles that are scientific formulae rather 
than real words. They have no place 
in general literature. The ordinary 
English vocabulary may lie said to con¬ 
tain from 30,000 to 50,000 words, die 
latter estimate being large. No single 
writer of literature lias used so many 
as the lower number named. 

Sliakspeare, whose vocabulary is 
larger than that of any other English 
poet unless it be Browning, used about 
15,000 words, while Milton, whose 
range was narrower, employed only 
about half that number. The vocabu¬ 
lary of the illiterate lias been set as 
low as 300 words, but this must lie 
exceptional. It is more likely that the 
“ordinary workingman” uses from 
2,000 to 3,000 words, while of course lie 
is familiar with several thousand more, 
which he recognizes in print but docs 
not himself use. 

The common estimate of tlie average 
vocabulary of educated people is from 
•i.OOO to o.ooo, lmt in this case I he num¬ 
ber of words which arc not used is 
enormously increased. A well-read col¬ 
lege graduate should ho familiar with 
perhaps 100,000 woixis, while in tin- 
course of a year he might not use 
5,000 of them iu his writing or con 
versation. Shorthand reporters find 
about 2,500 word signs ami contrac 
lions ample for representing the wonts 
which are commonly used in public 
speaking. - -Springfield Republican.

“Coubiiieiions by Their Absence” hesin 
Upon Chisbicul Authority, 

The authorship of the significant 
phrase, “conspicuous by liis absence,” 
which has been used Unnumbered 
limes, is in loose dispute.
